Why, Sir, sailors that know the timbers 
and knees are jointed together, and where 
every treenail is drove, are far more timer- 
ous in a gale of wind, than those who are 
ignorant of her frame-work. By the same 
rule | have known some surgeons who were 
skill’din anatomy, apt to be narvous upon 
occasions. But howsomever, a gale of 
wind is no plaything, Sir. You have never 
witness’d one at sea; but mayhap you’d 
like a rough description from an old weath- 
er-beaten Tar, who, ever since he was the 
height of a quart pot, has been working 
against wind and tide and braved every 
billow, from the Bay of Bengal ; but, bless 
you, what’s the use on it—I went to wind- 
ward like smoke, Well, Sir, I was in a 
Transport about 600 tons; a preuy ship, 
sail’d like a mermaid, and sat on the water 
like aduck; but no wmatter. Well, we 
sailed from St. Andero with sick and woun- 
ded troops, and women; there were some 
officers, too, with their families, and we 
were bound to our own dear native land ; 
but before J proceed V'll just give you a 
sketch of our passengers: and, first, was 
Capt R— of — regiment, a fine Dalgetty- 
looking old veteran, with flowing locks as 
white asa snow-ball; he had sought the

These tales accordingly display a vigour 
which is often very effective, and a well- 
combined series of incidents forming a plot 
rarely uninieresting; but at the same time 
they are disgraced by coarsefiesses and 
gross vulgarities—are occasionally extra- 
vagant beyond sympathy—want consisten- 
cy and keeping as well as nature in the 
characters—and are disfigured by a dialect 
of unintelligible gibberish, such as we be- 
lieve no native either of England or Scot- 
land can comprehend. 

Though three names ere given to the 
stories, Love, Leasing (or Lying,) and 
Jealousy, they are but two in number: 
Love occupying the first two volumes ; and 
Leasing, with its sequel, Jealousy, the 
third. Instead of chapters, the parts are 
affectedly divided into Circles; a very 
roundabout way of catching notoriety. 

The actors in the first drama are, chie- 
fly, Daniel Bell, a wealthy Border sheep far- 
mer; his wite, a selfish n tron, of the 
true Scotch breed ;_ his beautiful daughter 
Agatha, or Gatty, bis son Joseph, and his 
poor pretty niece Cherry, or Cherubina El- 
liot; M’lon, a young inghland chieftain, 
of mysterious parentage #@Mrs. Johnston, 
Gatty’s nurse, who turns out to be a lady, 
and M’Ion’s mother; Dick Rickleton, a 
tremendous Northumbrian boor, related to 
the Bells; and sundry others, such as M’- 
Turk and Callum Gun, poor Heeland Shen- 
tlemens ; Kate M’Nab, afterwards Mrs. 
Rickleton; Wagstaff, a miserable poet, 
et cetera. 

M’lon loves Gatty Bells, and Gatty 
Bells loves him ; but refines so much upon 
her passion, that she drives the gallant in- 
to an offer of marriage to her cousin Cher- 
ry.

CHINESE. 

We mentioned ina late number of the 
Literary Gazette, that two young Chinese 
had been placed at the University of Hal- 
le, by the King of Prussia, for the purpose 
of obtaining the means of scientifically stu- 
dying the Chinese language. The follow- 
ing are farther particulars respecting the 
interesting individuals in. question. 
them As-Sing, who is thirty years of age, 
was born at Heong-San, a short distance 
from Canton. His father, who was a ptiest 
and an astrologer, died before As-Sing was 
five years old. He was brought up by his 
mother and his uncle, the latter of whom 
was in the custom-house at Canton. As- 
Sing having received a careful education, 
and obtaining some notion of the English 
language, he visited first Macao, then Idia, 
and lastiv St. Helena; where he was for 
three yurs a cook in the house of Napole- 
on ; after whose death he was employed 
for some time in English vessels, as an in- 
terpreter between the English and his coun- 
He went to London, and there 
met with his countryman Ha-ho, who is 
five and twenty years of age, and was bern 
in the neighbourhood of Canton ; being 
the son of a silk-merchant. These two 
young Chinese entered into a treaty with 
a Dutchman called Lasthausen, by which 
he was authorized to exhibit them on the 
Continent for money. It was from that ab- 
ject state that they were rescued by royal 
munificence. They begin to stammer out 
a little German, and are of great use to the 
young orientalists iu the University, who, 
as well as the Missionaries, attend at the 
lessons which the two Chinese receive, un- 
der the superintendence of the celebrated 
Professor Gesenius, assisted by two of his 
pupils.

and gravity of the statesman, such depths 
of reflection, so wide a range and forecast 
of thought,.and so deep an interest in his 
subject. “Perhaps his ‘faculties were less 
playfyl to-day than they are on most occa- 
sions ; for in his exordium -he declared ‘his’ 
solemn conviction, that the resolution under 
discussion involved a more serious and im- 
portant question, than any subject which 
had been in debate, since he had taken his 
seat in the House, in the year 1799. Be 
this agit may, his manner on this occasion 
ually dignified, serious, and im- 
ven when his wit and satire 
Jaugh, you could not see the 
muscles Of Hig. face relax in the slightest 
degree from their gravity, and his counte- 
nance gave no intimation, when ison- 
ed arrow was to be launched from bow.

phatic pauses of the speaker, the intona- 
tions of his voice, the force of his gestures, 
the fire of his eye and the animation of his 
countenance, would be as vain as to at- 
“tempt to throw fetters around a volley of 
lighteuing and chain it te ea:'th. A com- 
parison of.the speeches of Mr. Williams 
of New-York, as reported, with his spee- 
-ches as delivered, bas often led me to make 
this remark, which has been corroborated 
by my experience at the present session 
of Congress. The speakers in the news- 
papers are no more like the speakers in the 
fervour of debate, on the floor of Congress, 
however accurately their words may be co- 
pied, than are the cold and inanimate and 
4notionless relics of the dead like the fea- 
tures of the living, breathing with fire, vi- 
vacity, and spirit. “From .similar-causes, it 
is probable we have no adequate idea of 
‘the eloquence of Demosthenes, Cicero, and 
all those great models which have long been 
the admiration of the world. The tradi- 
tion of our fathers still ascribes to the po- 
pular preacher Whitfield, powers of pur- 
suasion, of which no traces are discovera- 
ble .in the caput mortuum, which he has 
left embodied in his sermons. 

My propensity to digression this evening 
appears incurable; but I will endeavour 
once More to return to the subject. I was 
about to say, that as other pens would fur- 
nish you with the substance of the speeches 
of Mr. Randolph and Mr. Websten, I would 
attempt a sketch of the manner, with some 
of the , pleasantries and other cireumstan- 
ces attending the debate. It is remarked 
of Mr. Raudolph, that he never makes a 
speech, without throwing into it some ori- 
ginal and memorable:saying, which is trea- 
sured up .and wetained by the audience. 
This was the case to-day, although his 
speech was pronounced by those who know 
him best not tobe one-of his happiest ef- 
forts, even at this. period of his life. 

But without further preliminaries, you 
may suppose all the members of the House 
at their seats before twelve o’clock to-day, 
participating in the curiosity of the public 
to witness the debate,.many of them never 
having heard a formal speech from Mr. 
Randajph, and all of them anxious to lis- 


ten to his eloquence, and to see what argu- 
ments he could addvce on an intetesting 


question, 


nance of feeling. Jn this respect he differs 
very widely trom most of th» orators which 


hearer with any-sudden glow of thought. 
ardour of imagination, or bursts of passion. 
Mr. Raadolph may be regarded as one 
of the most finished orators of tbe age. 
His eloquenee ‘is not spontaneous and un- 
tutored, but has been formed by a severe 
study of the best models, and trained by 
the precepts of the ablest masters. Burke, 
Chatham, and Fox, with the ancient ora- 
tors whom even these great men imitated, 
have been his prototypes and instructors. 
There isa volume of Burke now in the 
library of Congress, which contains copi- 
ous marginal notes in the hand writing of 
Mr. Randolph, evincing how closely he has 
studied and copied his great exemplar. ‘His 
voice, which is naturally clear and harmo- 
nious, but neither full nor majestic, has been 
disciplined to the most exact modulations 
and cadences, and its silver tones pierce 
like a two-edged sword, being directed to 
its object by a glance of his eye, or a sig- 
nificant.gesture of his finger. His gestures 
are not ‘numerous, but expressive, forcible, 
and graceful. -Longand severe-stduy, with 
close observation of men and things, has 
stored his mind with almost every species 
of knowledge, and his images, figures, and 
illustrations are chaste, classical and appo- 
site. Perhaps ‘f6 person in this country is 
better acquainted with the English Jan- 
guage. He has made it a study and knows 
the force of every word and phrase he uses. 
~+-His language is therefore scrupulously 
correct, his arrangements exact, and his 
periods full, polished and ‘harmonious. 

Such may be considered a general outline of 
Mr. Randolph's eloquence, which his speech to- 
day exemplified, together avith many of those 
characteristic traits, peculiarities, or if yeu please 
eccentricities, by which he is distinguished.—The 
manner in whichhe admonished the gentleman 
from Massachusetts of the fearful Consequences 
of bis resolution was solemn, grand, and terrific. 
“ It was but a small speck in the verge of tbe ho- 
rizou ; but the gentieman wasss well aware as 
himself, that speaks of this description, clouds of 
such ,portent, often foreboded the most tremen- 


dous storms and convulsions in the pbysical, mo- 
ral, and political world.” 

4s a proof of bis independence and intrepidi- 
ty of character, | might cite the passage, in which 
he declared, that all his partialities for Eng- 
land, be sbould be opposed to an alliance with 
that country or with any other for any purposes 
whatever.

The Royalists have left unpossersed all the 
country on this side of the river Appurimac and 
marched for the recovery of their territories in 
Alta Peru, which during their ahsence has bern 
taken possession of by the Patriots, and include 
some ef tke richest provinces. Gen. St. Cruz with 
the Peruvian liberating army consisting of 4000 
effective truops, bas penetrated ae far as La Paz, 
where he encountered the Spanish army under 
the famous Valda, and broke the charm of invin- 
cibility. Since this action the Royalists have 
retited towards Potosi, and are accompanied by 
the Vice Roy La Serna.—Gen. Sucre, with the 
Colombian division of veterans according to the 
latest accounts, was at Arequipa, in the progress 
of his march to form a junction with Santa Cruz. 
The inhabitants of the country are universully in 
favour of their deliverers, the cry of liberty is 
heard from the mountain summit, and echoed from 
the valley. One victory of the Patriots in a gen- 
eral action would settle the long contested ques- 
tion of sovereignty, and concluded the history of 
tyranny in the territories of Peru; but to our 
mortification the eword of civil discord is unshee- 
ihed, and threatens disappoiotment to all our fair 
prospects.
